PREVIOUS ACTION

The Nutrition Services [ncentive Program (NSIP) is a continuing grant that has been
accepted by the Board of County Commissioners annually. On August 19, 2015 the
Board accepted a supplemental NSIP award for the period of October 1,2014 through
September 30,2015.

BACKGROT]ND

The Aging and Disability Services Division awarded $109,985 to the Nutrition Services
Incentive Program within the Department of Senior Services in June 2015. In August
2015 ADSD awarded a supplemental Nutrition Services Incentive Program award in the
amount of $71,567. The funding from the U.S. Department of Health and Human
Services is pass through funding from the Aging and Disability Services Division that has

been the foundation the Department's senior nutrition progftrm for many years.
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GRANT AWARD SUMMARY

Project/?rogram Name: Nutrition Services Incentive program (NSIP)

Scope of the Project: Senior Services has received Federal grant funding through the
State of Nevada for the Nutrition Incentive Services Program (NSIP) for the past sixteen
years. The funding is United State Department of Agriculture reimbursement based on
the number of meals reported to Aging and Disability Services Division for the previous
year and is specifically targeted for food costs. This grant is an important component of
the Department's nutrition program funding, offsetting the costs of providing both home
delivered and congregate meals for seniors in Washoe County.

Benefit to Washoe County Residents: The Nutrition Services Incentive Program will
benefit Washoe County Residents by providing additional funds to support food
purchases necessary to operate the Congregate and Home Delivered Meal programs that
provide daily nutritious meals to seniors.
